to producing an ample feed supply 
'for the farm's live stock. 
Every farmer 
possesses

more knowledge about crops and 
liis own problems that he has 
been using in the past year, Mr. 
Ederis declared, and the average 
farmer has been content just lo 
"get by." Circumstances and new 
banking policies are 
cooperating 


to change that condition now. 


The landowner will be harder 
pressed within the next two years 
than the tenant farmer, Mr. Edcns 
pointed out, but 
none of them 


will suffer if they are willing to 
work and use common sense.

plans. Some 


land should be returned to perma- 
nent pasturage because of their 
natural condition or soil depletion.

All of a man's acreage should 


be planted in row crops that he

will provide sufficient vegetables 
for the entire family during the 
spring, summer, and fall, and at 
the same time the surplus can 
be canned for use during Ihe win- 
ter. Beef and pork raised on the 
farm can also bo canned at a very 
low cost, the banker declared. 


The changes necessitated by the 


change in cotlon acrea,ge will nec-
